Tipped Off to Whorley. 
seems that Monday afternoon 
1:15 a well known young man of 
lanta was tipped off by wire to 
Whorley in the first race at Aqueduct. 
‘He promptly played across the board, 
which is the vernacular for playing a 
horse to win, place and show... He also 
placed other bets with the hand book 
man. Shortly afterwards the bookie told 
the sport that the Whorley bet was off, 
as the race had already been run when 
the play was made. The sport replied 
that if the Whorley bet was off so were 
all the others. 

The hand books rely upon The Consti- 
tution for the results of the races. This 
is done because it is cheaper than pay- 
ing telegraph tolls on private messages 
announcing results. When The Con- 
stitution appeared on the streets yes- 
terday morning it was found thaf the 
young sport had been right on nearly 
every race, and that his winnings for 
the day had been about $600, that is, if 
the bets had stood. 

The young sport promptly sought the 
bookie and demanded his $600. He was 
laughed at. Then he made his ‘‘holler.”’ 
He went to Chairman Nunnally, gave 
the names of the bookies and signified 
his willingness to testify. Chairman 
Nunnally communicated at once with 
Sergeant Newport Lanford, of the de- 
tective bureau, and in consequence be- 
fore the end of the day the detective 
department was in possession of the 
names of a number of prominent young 
men who have been playing the races 
with the hand books. 

Say He Worked a First Pass. 
‘The bookies now accuse the voung 
sport of trying to double cross with a 
first pass. A first pass is a tip on a 
race after it has been run. It gives the 
name of only the first horse to pass un- 
der the wire, from which it derives its 
name. A first pass is a deadly thing to 
hand books, and the bookies are some- 
times relieved of large amounts by those 
who bet after a race is run and who 
can't lose. 

This sounds dishonest and doubtless 
is, but the ethics of the track declares 
that if a man has not sense enough to 
keep and enlarge hig roll he must give 
it to some one who does know how to 
take care of it. 

The young sport declares that he did 
not use a first pass on the books and 
was entitled to his winnings. 

A hand book is operated exactly like 
a turf exchange, with the exception that 
the results of fhe races are not an- 
nounced by wire and the bookies have 
no place of business. They simply re- 
cord their bets in a book and either col- 
lect or pay the day after the race is 
won. 

Some declare that the law doés not 
prohibit bookmaking of this kind, and 
for that reason the five*or six men who 
have been engaged in the business have 
not been molested. The matter is now 
being investigated, however, and the
